Warfaw, Auguft 12. 


HE 8rh of this Month, the Czar went 
to Viafdow to take the Air, being not 
quite recoverd ot bis Indifpofirion ; and 
the oth he went to Villanova, where 
Prince Menzikotf made a great Euter- 
tainment for him. The Marthal of the Conteceracy 
having made Complaint to him that bis Troops had 
burnt Liffa, and defir’d bim to hinder their commit- 
ting for the fu. uie tne like Executions which would 
ruine the Kingcom ; he has fent Order to -his Ge- 
nerals to torbear ravaging Lands belongivg to 
King Staniflaus and w thofe of his Party. At Vi 
afdow are a Library and leveral care and curious 
things which ihe Mufcovites defign to carry off, as 
alfo the Library of the Houfe of Wielopolski at 
Obery. The Mufcovites have taken up‘at Liffa and 
feveral other Places of great Poland, Cloth-weavers 
and other Workmen, which they pre:end to carry 
with them to Mu{covy. Collonel Granowski, fent 
from Lublin by the Primate, the great General, and 
the other Senators thac are there, to make fome 
Propofals to the Czar, is arriv’d ; and has already 
had Audience at Villanova; but the Czar defeis 
giving him an Anfwer, till the Arrival of an Envoy 
fent by the Emperour to the Czar and the Repub- 
lick, to exhorts them not to proceed to anew E- 
lection. They wrie from Lithuania, that the Ru- 
mour that Prince Wiefnowisky had quitted the Party 
of King Staniflaus, is groundlefs ; that on the con- 
trary, General S ackelberg is on che March to joyn 
him with 5000 Swedes; and that M. Oginski is 
advancing to fight him, with feveral of the Czar’s 
General Officers nd above 20000 Mufcovites. The 
Czar has fent :o Smolensko M. Sieniki taken in 
Bichow, and inftead of reftoring that Forirefs to the 
Republick, has order’d the Fortifications to be en- 
larg’d. There is a great Dearth in Volbinia and 
Podolia. The Kan of* the Tartars is depos’d, for 
whar Caufe is not yet known. 
From the Amfterdam Courant, dated Sepr. 13. 
Warfaw, Aug. 29. An Exprefs fent by the Muf- 
covice Admiral Opraxim from Petersberg is arriv’d 
here, with an Account of the Defeat of a Detach- 
ment of Swedes ; the Particulars of which are, that 
the faid Admiral-having Intelligence the 15th of laft 
Month, that 4 Regiments of Swedes making above 
3000 Men were pofted not far from Pambulsk, he 
detach’d from Petersburg 2000 Horfe and Foot under 
the Command.of Major General Schaueburg ; who 
finding the Enemy in the Village of Curiro, attack’d 
them Sword in Hand, pur them into Diforder, kill'd 
500 on the,-Spor, among them fome Officers, and 
took a Collonel of Horfe, a-Major, a Trumpecer, 3 
Quarter-Mafters, 23 Horfe or Dragoons, and one

Wajaw, Aug. 30. A Mufcovite ot Quality, who 
had formerly vecn employ'’d b the Czar in feveral 
Embaiiies, died here a few Days ago. His Corpte 
being empalm’d was carried on Weducfday {aft in 
Pr. ceffion to Praag on the other Side of the Vitiula, 
acermpanied by the Czar, Prince Alexander Menzi- 
k ff, and by all the Mufcovues that were in this 


City, eaco having a lighted flambeau in his Hard: 


And the faid Corpfe is fince fent to Mufcovy, vo be 
interr’d there. here are likewife fen. io that 
Country 50 Waggons, loaded with Pictures, Tapi- 
firy, and Orange- Trees, which the Mufcovires took 
out of feveral great Hoxkes and Gardens of ibis 
City. The Generals Rocen and Hein are encamp’d 
with their Body of Forces near Blonia, and the 
(Czar has been there with Prince Menzikuff, to ake 
‘a Review of them: He is now here, and defigns to 
jhold a great Council of War this Week. General 
Czermet is arriv’d here: He is follow’d by a 
of 15000 Foot, that come from Volhinia. Ihe De- 
puries fent the Primate to the Czar, were dif- 
pasch’d back agen to Day with his Majefty’s Anfwer 
to the Propofitions they mace to him ; fo ihat the 
Council of Lublin, which was prorogu’d from Day 
to Day in Expectation of that Anfwer, may now 
refume their Seffion, In the mean time there is no 
Talk of anew Election : Prince Ragotski has been 
thought of, but ’tis faid the Swedes have advis'd 
him nor to concern himfelf. ’Tis faid, that if the 
Swedes make it long before they come into Poland, 
the Czar has refolv'd to remain this Winter in thefe 
Parts ; and to fend Part cf his Troops under Gene- 
ral Kheen into the Polith Pruffia, to ftreighten the 
City of Dantzick: On the other Hand, ’tis the 
common Opinion, that the Mufcovites will nor make 
Head againft the Swedes when they enter this 
Kingdom, but that they will retire to Lithuania and 
Volhinia, to approach the Frontiers of thei: own 

Country. 

From the Amfterdam Courant, dated Sepr. 17. 

Breflau, Sept. 6. The Swedith Forces are on the 
March, bur fo flowly that they will be 3 Weeks in 
their Paffage. Their foremoft Troops, which are 
come with King Staniflaus to Sreynay, will ftay 
there till the King of Sweden jovns them with the 
reft, to march into Poland together. A Body of 
Mutcovites lies on this Side of tbe Viftula, but they 
are drawing their greaceft Forces together on the o- 
ther Side of that River. The Diet of Lublin is 
prorogu’d from time to time, and’tis fauppos'd will 
continue to put off their Seffion till the Swedes 
come into that Part of the Gountry. Letters from 
Warfaw of the 2d of this Monrh, tell us a Mini- 
ftcr from the Malecontents of Hungary was afriv’d 
there and had waited on the Czar ; who hadvap- 
pointed 
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pointed General Heyn to go to the Court of 
ienna. 

Drefden, Sept. 9. The King of Sweden will ar- 
rive to Day at Budiifin, the Capical City of the up- 
per Lufaria, 7 Leagues from hence ; and from hence 
has bar 6 Leagies more to rhe Fronuer of Silefia ; 
fo that we ccckon chere will be no Swedith Lroops 
left in Saxony by che End of this Wek. ’Tis un- 
certain yec whether the Mufcovites have refolv'd to 
ftand a Battle with the Swedes in Poland, or to re- 
tire to the Frontiers of their owa Country : The 
latrer is eafy for them to do, becaufe the Forces they 
have in great Poland ace all Horfe, and their Foor 
is in Volhinia. 

Berlin, Sept. 10. We have Advice, thar the Ra- 
tification .f che Agreement made between .be Em- 
perour and the King of Sweden, is to be exchang'd 
the 12th of this Monch at Breflau. According to 
the Lerters from Courland, the Artnies of tlie 
Swedes and Mufcovites in that Part of the Country, 
were fo near each other, that twas expected there 
would foon be a Bartle between thea. 

Hamburg, Sept. 13. Letters from Micrau tell us, 
that the Mufcovite Troops under General Biver 
having joyn'’d the Forces commanded by Oginski, 
‘were pofted between Birfen and Janiska ; and 1200 
Swedes with 8000 Poles, under General Leet wen- 
haupt, berween Riga and Mirtrau. General Gulz, 
formerly Commardant in Dantzick, is made a Ge- 
neral of Foor in the Service of the Czar; who 
having Intelligence that ‘tis probable the Swedes 
will winter in Silefia, has appointed Winrer Quarters 
for his Troops about Warfaw. The Swedes ob- 
ferve good Order in their March, and pay for 
evety thing, except Forrage, with ready Money. 
The 6h of this Month in the Afternoon, the King 
cf Sweden, accompanied by 5 Genlemen, enter'd 
Drefien on Horfeback, and riding to the Court, 
alighted, and after fome Conference took Leave of 
King Atignftus, the Ble&torefs Dowager, and the 
Elec ral Prince. He rode round the City to view 
the Walls, and then return'd to his Quarter at O- 
berrau, whither Ki g Aucuftes accomvanied him,
